W HAT happened to the phonograph? They 
call it a “record-player” now. And if you 
can remember when they called it a gramo¬ 
phone.” you're old. old. 

I can .remember. I'm afraid. I'm still com¬ 
paratively young. I keep telling myself, but every 
ao often I abaent-mindedlv reach down an antique 
phraae and use it. the way a man might grab an 
old moth-eaten hat from the cupboard in the 
dark, and wear It down the street. 

The other day I stopped myself Just in time 
from saying “magic lantern " I quickly amended 
It to "ahde projector''—the tame, oofnrlew* and 
enutrai phraae that you must imp nowaday* 

I looked In the dictionary "Magic lantern” 
Is stiU listed there, but In speech It is far out of 
atyle. I'm sorry about that. It bring* to mind a 
simple, whole-hearted world of marvels and adven¬ 
ture. when people still were naive enough to be 
faartnafed by an unmoving pieture on a screen. 

* « * 

Now we are ashamed of that old enthusiasm, 
and we try' to show our sophistication by using a 
gray, leaden phrase like “slide projector.” How 
wrong we are—and how dull.* i 

The words ‘‘gramophone” and "phonograph" 
are not loaded with (he same kind of power. 
■'Gramophone” conjures up a picture of a scratchy, 
wind-up machine with a big horn. "Phonograph" 
makes me think of a more pretentious machine 
In a cabinet, playing tunes of the 1930* and 1940*. 

Neither of these words has much color. But 
"record-player" is totally flat and limp. Surely 
we' could have done better than that. Someone 
should offer a prize for the beat word* to descrilie 
new Inventions. 

* * * 

Not long ago I caught myself saying: "Well, 
it’* nearly time to buy a new bathing-suit." 

It.came as a shock to realize how outdated 
that remark was. The last time that men and bovs 
wore bathing suits was in the 1930s—earlv 1930s, 
•t that. 

Since then, the term has been "swimming 
trunk.*" - or to be more up-to-date — “swim 
trunks.” Nobody bathes. Nobody has bathed for 
20 years. The word has almost Victorian connota¬ 
tions. Now. everybody “swims"—even if thev can't 
swim a stroke. 

* * * 

It will be quite a number of years until I 
apply for a pension, but I am old enough to 
remember the days when man and boy* wore 
bathing suits. Often they rolled them down to the 
waist 

Long after trunks had come into general 
use. there still were some gaffers who clung to 
their-bathing suits. (Maybe 'hey were gaffers in 
their 90s and 40*. seen through a youngster's eyes.) 

Sometimes, on a warm and dark summer 
night, we would plunge into a pool of the river 
with no suits or trunks on—a very old-fashioned 
style of swimming which is modem enough to be 
illegal, even today._

Carden Notes 


By M. V. CHEKMT, KBHS 

Thera was a time not so many 
years ago when a home gardener's 
thumbs had to be bright green clear 
up to the elbow before he would dare 
try hts hand at growing any of tha 
toncter kinds of lilies. We had our 
common Itger lilies, of course, snd 
the tough old Regal lily, but any¬ 
thing more glamorous than these 
were strictly for the experts. 

Many of them were extremely de¬ 
manding as to the soil conditions. 
Others wouldn t tolerate the sodden 
conditions of a Victoria winter. Prac¬ 
tically all of the Uly aristocrats we 
would like to grow would come down 
at the drop of a hat. with a devastat¬ 
ing disease called botrytls elliptic* 
and simply pass out of the picture. 

This year, unless T miss my guess, 
there will be more Illy bulbs planted 
than ever before in th* history of 
Vancouver Island, for It ts possible 
now to grow some most exotic kinds 
as easily as gladiolus or dahlias, 
a a a 

Moreover, these new lille* can be 
planted wtth every assurance that 
they’ll answer to roll call next year 
and the year after, bigger and better 
than ever. 

This has come about as a result 
ol some Inspired plant breeding In 
which some of the glorious species 
lilies — loo disease-ridden in nur 
climate were crossed with the dur¬ 
able Lillum Hrnrvl an orange vellow 
•potted illy from tha cold and wind¬ 


swept plains of North China. Tha 
offspring from this mixed marriage 
were mostly duds, as la usually the 
case, but from the few good ones 
came a whole .race of fantastically 
beautiful flowers—the Aureliarf^Viy- 
brids. 

A further Improvement came by 
crossing Adrelians bark with their 
daddy. Lillom Henry!, thereby inject¬ 
ing a double dose of the tough Man¬ 
churian blood Into the race. While 
none of the new Ullas are completely 
Immune to botrytls. they show 
marked resistance to the disease and 
thrive under ordinary backyard con¬ 
ditions. 

a a a 

One of the toughest of the lot. for 
my money. Is Bright Cloud, which 
has taken to B.C. conditions like a 
duck takes to water. Developed by 
Mr. Carlelon Yerex of Oregon. Bright 
Cloud makes a plant si bout five feet 
lal| bearing dusters ot slx-tnch 
blooms, \whlte with yellow hearts, 
that look like danrtng fairy lanterns. 
Single bulbs sell ordinarily lor 
aropnd *3 each but you can usually 
get a better price If ypu buy several. 
Bright Cloud comes Into bloom 
around the middle of August. 

Golden Clarion la another grand 
Illy, standing four feel (all and bear¬ 
ing huge gold and yellow trumpet 
flowers. Blooming in Isle July, tha 
bulbs are a real buy at $1 each. 

You haven't 'lived until you have 
seen th* Uly Pink Perfection bloom¬ 


• * a 

Nearest thing to an Easter Illy 
among the new “kinds Is Sentinel, 
hearing chaste, pure white trumpets 
of enornious sire on 2'-i foot ttrms 
In early July. Sentinel works, over 
time at producing Bowers and it Is 
quite a common tning to find, a dozen 
flowers on a single stem. Bulbs run* 
around *2.75 retch. 

Ever grow a green Illy? Last 
spring we planted a clump of three 
bulbs called Emerald and I don't 
ththk anything ever attracted a* 
much attention in our garden. As 
cool as the tinkle ot Ice in a glass, 
the Bowers are a crystal tike emerald 
green and sweetly fragrant to boot. 
The plant makes a height of a Utl la 
better than three feet and the bulbs 
aeU for *2 each. 

These price* may seem a bit high, 
but against the first coat, they deliver 
a lot of mileage. Planted In a spot to 
their taste, each bulb multiplies Into 
a clump of four to eight stems, pro¬ 
viding an outstanding and permanent 
showpiece In the garden as well as a 
wealth of cut Bowers for the house.
